PLAN TO INCREASE VOTER 
PARTICIPATION IN SAC. STU- 
DENT ELECTIONS 


ARTICLE I. At least one inde- 
pendent ticket shall be represent- 
ed in the primary election; in 
order to have a primary election 
this qualification must be met. 


ARTICLE II. Each presidential 
candidate shall be required to 
make a short campaign speech at 
General Assemblies to be called 
for that purpose immediately pre- 
ceding the primary election and 
the election proper. Failure to 
meet this requirement will dis- 
qualify the candidate from the 
election except upon specific ac- 
tion by the Executive Council ex- 
cusing the candidate in case of 
disability. 

ARTICLE III. To accomplish the 
above an Elective Committee of 
ten (10) members will be appoint- 
ed. 


A. Qualifications for the Elec- 
tion Committee. 
1. Chairman of said commit- 
tee shall be the Student Body 
President. 
2. Three (3) of the members 
of said committee shall be 
the Freshman Class Presi- 
dent, the Sophomore Class 
President, and the Commis- 
sioner of Assemblies. 
3. The Dean of Men and the 
Dean of Women respectively 
shall each appoint three (3) 
committee members. 
4. Said appointed committee 
members mentioned in sub- 
section 3 shall not be affiliat- 
ed with any Service Club. 
5. The members of the com- 
mittee shall be members of 
the Associated Student Body; 
they shall be carrying at least 
twelve (12) units of regular 
college work; they shall have 
at least a “C” average in 
their college work. 
B. Duties of the Election Com- 
mittee. 
1. The primary duty of the 
Election Committee will be. 
to increase student participa- 
tion in the elections namely 
by encouraging, independent 
candidacies and increased in- 
dependent voter participation 
by means of the assemblies 
aforementioned in Article II. 
The program of said assemb- 
lies shall be organized by said 
committee subject to the ap- 
proval of the College 
Director. 
2. The Chairman of said com- 
mittee shall call the first 
meeting of the committee at 
least six (6) weeks before 
the election proper to ac- 
complish the above named 
duties.

DUKE’S DOMAIN 


I am in receipt of a letter from 
one Mahmound Awad, a former 
surveyor for the Palestine govern- 
ment and presently a medical stu- 
dent at USC. Mr. Awad wrote 
a very interesting letter in answer 
to Mrs. Gjerde’s letter to the ed- 
itor containing many pertinent 
facts. Although space limitations 
will not permit publication of the 
letter I am making it availiable to 
anyone interested in reading it. 

Important Event Missed 

A couple of weeks ago an event 
took place that missed most of the 
newspapers of the nations but 
seems inportant enough to me to 
rate headlines on the front page. 
The event was the loaning of 25,- 
000,000 dollars to the Franco gov- 
ernment of Spain by the Chase 
National Bank of New York. We 
might do well to ask ourselves why 
such a loan to a recognized dicta- 
torship was permitted. 

Although our own government 
does not prohibit loans of this type 
it must be pointed out that the 
State department lets it be known 
in private circles which loans it 
approves of or disapproves of 
whichever the case may be. Loans 
that do not meet with favor are 
usually dropped. Therefore we 
must conclude that the govern- 
ment at the very least acquessed 
to the loan. 

Now 25,000,000 dollars in this 
day and age doesn’t sound like 
too much money and with the sad 
state of affairs in Spain that 
wouldn’t do too much in bringing 
about economic recovery. But that 
same amount might be very use- 
ful to such a country as Norway 
for instance who braved Soviet 
Atlantic Alliance and thus became 
our ally. 

Lest We Forget 

Franco is definitely not an ally 
and lest we forget let us go back 
a few pages in history and learn 
Franco’s policy prior to and dur- 
ing the last war. On December 
5, 1941 Franco sent a message to 
Hitler which stated that he hoped 
Hitler would win. And in that 
same year Franco sent a message 
to the U.S. telling us that we 
should keep out of the war and 
severely berated us for not suppor- 
ting him in the Civil War.. 

Then on June 8, 1944 the State 
Department sent a diplomatic mes- 
sage to Franco stating that Spain 
was under the thumb of dictator- 


ent government policy. 


Now it seems the State Depart- 
ment doesn’t think too unkindly 
of Franco after all. The reason 
given is that tired old phrase “mil- 
itary expediency.” It is claimed 
that with Spain on our side we 
could have more airbases, seaports 
and’ forts at our disposal in the 
event of another war. This is all 
a lot of moonshine. 


In the first place if a war comes 
it will be from the direction of 
Russia and her satilites, not Africa 
or South America. In the second 
place what’s wrong with the air- 
bases and seaports we now have 
in France and the Low Countries, 
and of course England. And what 
about the military strategy connec- 
ted with the North Atlantic Alli- 
ance. A great deal of money must 
be spent here alone. Why then 
all the expense of buying’ dubious 
security in Spain when it doesn’t 
seem to be on the preferred list. 

An Unnatural Habit 

It seems that we Americans have 
the unnatural habit of doing the 
wrong thing constantly in foreign 
affairs. The antipathy to Franco 
in Europe is far more pronoun- 
ced than the average American 
could ever suspect. This is the 
thought of many persons who have 
been in Europe and know the 
Europeon mind evidently better 
than does the State Department. 

Even Catholic Italy hates its 
catholic brother Spain and El 
Caudillo. In this cold war it has 
been pointed out time and time 
again that we must win friends 
and influence people if we are to 
win. Werhave been able to do a 
fair job of this principally be- 
cause of the remarkable Marshall 
Plan costly though it may be. 

Now by this one overt act we 
have antagonized many of our 
friends and many others are scrat- 
ching their heads in wonder. But 
they are not alone. Many of us 
on this side of the ocean are scrat- 
ching our heads too. 

But this thing might have been 
set in motion before Secretary 
Acheson took office and it. is hoped 
that this is so. Many people admire 
Acheson and believe heh will do a 
good job. One of the best things 
he could do would be to denounce 
this loan for what-it is in his 
official capacity and as a conse- 
quence ease the minds of people

Immediately after the close of 
the war in Europe, Zwingman 
served with the International Red 
Cross in Geneva. Following that 
he spent a year as an advisor in 
economics, hygiene and _ political 
science with the documentary ser- 
vice of that country. Enroute to 
the United States, he worked with 
the Canadian Broadcasting Cor- 
poration as a writer and narrator.

“You can’t keep a real cham- 
pion down.” This is the general 
attitude of the men returning to 
the field and track events this 
year for Coach John Ward’s Don 
track team. Although the local 
cinder squad had the lowest record 
in lo-these-many-moons last sea- 
son, their return to activities this 
season finds the prospects much 
better. In fact, “silent” John 
Ward is virtually loaded with par- 
ticipants in the major events. The 
squad is expected to be weak in 
very few events, namely high 
jump and pole vault. 

Squad Deeper 

In examining the Santa Ana 
squad for this season, one can find 
that on top of the returning let- 
termen for last year’s aggrega- 
tion, there are many outstanding 
transfers that will do much to bol- 
ster the hopes of the Alma Mater 
turning in another championship 
season this year. Outstanding hope 
in the distance runs is James New- 
comb who is down from Portland, 
Oregon. He was picked by Look 
magazine as the high school All- 
American miler in 1948 and has 
a long string of successes behind 
him. Newcomb’s best time to date 
in the mile event is 4:23.6. 


Weight Dept. Aided 
From Norfolk, Virginia comes 
Kelly Hylton who is expected to 
bolster the weight department of 
the Don track squad to some con- 
siderable degree. Hylton has 
heaved the javelin to a distance of 
192 feet in his pre-meet workouts 
this year. He flung the high school 
discus 150 feet and has pushed 
the college shot close to 45 feet. 
Wayne Boys Good 
Wayne Hudson of Garden Grove 
leads the Don sprinters with his 
time of 21.2 seconds for the 220 
yard dash. Wayne Ambrose who 
is up from Banning high school 
ran the 100 during his prep days 
in 10.1. The Don cinder burners 
will be strong in the quarter mile 
department with such runners as 
Jerry Lincoln from Laguna Beach 
high school who turned a 50.9 
seconds performance in his prep 
activity for the Artist thinclads. 
Don Balsley of San Dieguito will 
be a strong contender in the quar- 
ter-mile as he ran the distance in 
50.6 when he won the Southern 
CIF last season. 
880 Event Strong 
In the 880 yard run, Harry 
Quackenbush of Los Angeles has 
recorded a 1:59, James Newcomb 
ran the half mile in 1:58, Tony 
-De La Riva turned in a 2:02 per- 
formance in 1947 and Gordon 
“Pusser ran the distance in 2:03 


in Santa Ana in 1947. 
Timber Toppers Tops 
One of the strongest of the 


track events for the Don cinder- 
men may well be the hurdle de- 
partment. Returning letterman 
Don Vaughn is one of the leading 
contenders in the high hurdles_in 
view of his 15.3 performance in 
the 120 highs when he placed 
third in the national jaycee meet. 
Another top performer will most 
certainly be Dick Coons who ran 
the high school (39 inch) 120 
high sticks in 14.7 last year. 


In the 180 yard low hurdles the 
Santa Ana Dons will have top 
representation from Dick Coons, 
Don Sutton, and Ed Nearing. All 
three men have records very close 
together with Coons turning in a 
time of 19.9, Sutton also record- 
ing a 19.9 and Nearing traversing 
the low obstacles in 20.1. 

Will Show Their Weight 

Concerning the weight depart- 
ment, Kelly Hylton is expected to 
be pushing the 200 foot mark con- 
siderably in the javelin event be- 
fore the season is wrapped up. 
Veteran Don performer George 
Watson will be back and has al- 
ready heaved the missle around 
the 180 marker. Don Kelchner 
tosses the javelin in the 175 foot 
bracket. Bob Thompson placed 
fifth in the nationals last year 
with his 140 foot toss of the dis- 
cus. He also heaved the 16 pound 
shot a distance of 45 feet this 
fall. Carl Valdez of Phoenix, 
Arizona will also be expected to 
be in the top performers as he 
pushed the high school shot 52 
feet last year. 


Broadjumpers Good 
Top this field of star-studded 
SAC performers off with such men 
in the jumps as_ broadjumper 
Billy Eckles (22 feet in 1948), 
Jack Dooley and Don Sutton (at 
21 feet) and you have the Santa 
Ana Dons’ championship track
